caso." 


Such was the consideration moving 
tho commission, notwithstanding that 
tho "GO or CO cent rate" was volun- 
tarily maintained by tho carriers to 
otbor districts exactly similarly situ- 
ated as tn the PitlsbnvK1 district, and 
a higher rate to tho Pittsburj? district, 
constituted nn unjust 
discrimination 


as tho commission admitted. 


From all tills, what Is a shipper to 


understand tbo law to bo in cases 
of alleged unjust discrimination.
